Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment of 1-9-2007 will not be entered because the limitations drawn to 
loss in the electrode's ability to measure current is a new issue. Furthermore, a number of the 
molecules added to claims 1,18, and 19, including the particular L and D forms of cysteine, 
cystine, and homocysteine are new issues requiring further consideration. 

2. The examiner also notes that the molecule previously listed as "3-carboxythiophene" is 
now listed at "4-carboxythiophene". As the examiner discussed in the prosecution of parent 
application 09/664,688, there is no such thing as 4-carboxythiophene because naming convention 
requires one to utilize the lowest number possible for locating where the carboxy-group is 
located on the thiophene structure and the 3 and 4 sites of thiophene are identical.
